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1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains language which can be 
implied (i.e. "The disclosure describes...")- Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b).

4. Claims 1-5 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 12-20 of copending Application No. 10/101033. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been patented. 
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The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the referenced 
copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that copending application 
since the referenced copending application and the instant application are claiming common 
subject matter, as follows: The claims of the present application encompass the production of a 
body containing open nanoporosity as claimed in 10/101033. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant would be prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other copending 
application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP 
§ 804. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A claim is indefinite when it specifies "predetermined 1 ' temperatures etc. when 
"predetermined" according to applicants 1 definition merely means determined beforehand. See 
Joseph E, Seagram & Sons, Inc. V. Marzall, Comr. Pats., 84 USPQ 180 (CA DC 1950). Claim 1 
is indefinite for this reason (lines 4,17 and 22). 
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Claim 1 is indefinite in that the preamble of the claim recites "producing nanostructures" 
but there is no indication that the products produced are "nanostructures". The steps of the claim 
read on producing a macro sized body. The limitations of the claim should be amended 
accordingly. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 2 recites the broad recitation "ceramics", and the 
claim also recites "metal oxides, carbides, borides, nitrides, silicides, aluminas, mullite, zeolites" 
which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

7. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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8. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record, Morales et al. (6,472,459) and Schmitt (5,267,854) teach the production 
of microstructures by sintering shaped powders, but do not teach the the process as substantially 
set forth in the claims including steps of attriting the nanoparticulate material under a protective 
fluid blanket, desorbing the nanoparticle surfaces under vacuum, adsorbing surfactant onto the 
nanoparticulate surfaces such that at most 50% of the nanoparticulates' surface will be coated 
with amonolayer of surfactant.
